One of the-most prominent agri- 
culturists in the west told us a 
short while ago that the irrigation 
district of Bassano would grow the 
most profitable crops in the world 
if the farmers would study crop 
rotation. He showed us for in- 
stance what a marvellous increase 
in wheat yields could be obtained 
by growing same on land which 
had been sown to peas the year 
previous and which pea crop had 
returned about double that of an 


average wheat crop. 


He*spoke also of the great value 
of grasses; clovers, alfalfa, eto., 
which were easier grown - and 
harvested and which were infinitely 
more profitable than grain growing. 

But crop rotation was his special 
plea, and he proved his sincerity 
by showing us a wonderful field of 
wheat, growing on soil which had 
previously grown a tremendous pea 
crop. ; 

He claims that our wonderful soil 
could never be impoyerished if the 
farmers harness science to their 
labors and return to the land those 
elements necessary for the plant 
nourishment by means of other 
plants. 

In conversation with Mr. Beck of 
the C.P.R, Demonstration Farms 
we found him also a great en- 
thusiast on this subject and, more, 
a very able demonstrator. Our 
irrigation farmers should get next 
toall the information Mr, Beck has 
on the subject.

By a vote of 217 to 73, the House 
rejected a motion by J. R. Clynes, 
Labor member, urging the govern- 
ment to prosecute Sir Edward Car- 
son for his speech as incitement to 
violence and breach of the law. 

The debate turned on the légal 
point, in which, the Attorney-General 
éaid, he had the concurrence of the 
Solicitor-General. But almost‘all the 
speakers without distinction of party 
condemned the Carson speech. Sir 
Donald Maclean, Liberal, appealed to 
the government to try to regain the 
moral authority of parliament by 
condemning the language the Irisa 
Unionist leader used. 

Andrew Bonar Law, the govern- 
ment spokesman, contended that the 
government was bound to be guided 
by its legal advisers, though nothing 
could be more painful to him. If the 
government had been advised that the 
law was broken he would have in- 
sisted on action being taken or would 
have resigned. The whole thing was

‘Set Price Of U.S. Wheat 


Wheat and Wheat Flour Imports and 
Exports Put Under Prescribed 
Limitations 

Washington. — President Wilson 
has signed an executive order in- 
creasing the guaranteed price of the 
1919 wheat crop to $2.30 per bushel 
at Galveston and New Orleans. 

At the same time a presidential 
proclamation was issued declaring 
that in order “to protect the United 
States against undue enhancement of 
its liability” under the law  guaran- 
tecing wheat prices, that: on and af- 
ter July 31 no wheat or wheat flour 
should be imported iuto or exported 
from the United States except with- 
in prescribed limitations to be pre- 
scribed by the wheat administrator. 


Winnipeg.—An afternoon pa- 
per prints the following from 
its Ottawa correspondent: 

Confirmation ‘was given by 
Sir Thomas White of the re- 
port that a minimum ‘price for 
wheat will be guaranteed in all 
probability by the government. 
What this price is to be Sir 
Thomas would not, say. The in- 
tention is to give commercial 
and financial stability ‘to the 
marketing of the crop, in view 
of unsettled world conditions, 
the unique situation created by~ 
the United States fixed price,” 
and the uncertainty as to how 
the world demand would react 
to the queer conditions now ob- 
taining. The fixing of a price 
gives a guarantee which will 
facilitate the placing of the 
crop, it is hoped, 


Hot In India 


Troops Campaigning in India Suffer 
Terribly From Heat and 
Cholera — 

Peshawar, India.—The continued 
heat is appalling, but everything is 
being done to mitigate the sufferings 
of the troops. Ice plants have been 
fitted up at Landikotal and Dakma, 
and an attempt is being made to sup- 
ply a pound of ice daily to each Bri- 
tish soldicr. Special huts have been 
equipped in the Khyber district for 
treatment of heat cases. The violent 
| epidemic of cholera, which broke out 
in June, lasted nearly three weeks. 
There were 1,663 cases and 566 
deaths,“principally among the camp’s 
followers. Six British officers and 15 
men also died, but the disease is now 
Practically stamped out.
